SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled The Mistress Speaks is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons 
who have attained the age of 18 years. 

The publication depicts a dominant/submissive relationship between Mistress 
Antoinette and her male "slave". Mistress Antoinette disciplines her "slave" 
using verbal instructions, a riding crop, a paddle, and a cat-o-nine tails. Such 
control of the relationship degrades and dehumanises the "slave". However, the 
nature of the relationship appears mutual and is defined within a bondage and 
discipline role-play. Mistress Antoinette is concerned for her "slave's" health and 
safety, as evidenced by her checking his wrists after they have been bound. 
Such factors mitigate the degrading and dehumanising aspects of the publication 
to a certain extent. An element of sexual activity is evidenced by Mistress 
Antoinette teasing her "slave" with her body, eventually letting him perform 
cunnilingus on her, even though she is fully clothed. 

The culmination of the degrading and dehumanising aspects of the publication, 
and the strong sexual referencing, render the availability of the publication likely 
to be injurious to the public good, unless restricted to an adult audience. 
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
